Our Territory is in possession of a sufficient number of arms and a quantity of ammunition, and I 
dà hereby recommend to all able-bodied male citizens of our Territory to organize themselves into 
volunteer companies for home protection, and immediately upon the organization of any such com- 
pany they will report to the Secretary of the Territory, in conformity with the law, and Yhe officers 
avill be commissioned and furnished with the means for the arming of the company.
